LEGIOLATION FOh 
BENEHT OF INFANTS 


SUPERINTENDENT OF NEGLEOTED 


CHILDREN DRAFTING BILL6 TO 
PROTECT LITTLE, TOTS 


— ‘ 

Provinelal Jegislation for the pro- 
feetion of infants, Uheir birth, and their 
care, regulations of maternity hospi- 
fals ‘and wards, and infants’ homes and 
boarding houses and provisions — for 
keeping a minute and accurate report 
of such things, will be proposed at the 
comlng session of the Alberta eatela 
ture, according to the plans of R. 
Chadwiek , superintendent of indiairlal 
schools, Mr. Chadwick js. drafting 
two bills. One deals with the care fer 
infants under five years who are on- 
trusted to. boarding houses for ehild- 
ren and private families assuming such 
responsibilities for gain or gratis. The 
other deals with maternity wards. 

The former proposed bill would re- 
anire that every person who wunder- 
takes: to eare-for two or more children 
under five years of age is to be elassed 
as keeping. an infants) or children’s 
hoarding house, And they shall obtain 
a jieense for conducting suel business, 
Their home shall be open to the health 
officer, or other invauthority in regard 
to orphaned or abandoned ehildren, and 
When conditions fall lo be as consider- 
ed neeessary, the officer has authority 
to take the child away. 

And when a parent or guardian fails 
to pay for the keep of said ehild, such 


failure shall constitute abandonment 
and the offenee is dealt with severely, 
a fine of $5000 or imprisonment, or 


both, 

The bi would provide for a record 
of the identily of the children, parent~ 
axe, nationality, religion, age, and all 
insormation that would be desired by a 
ebild grown. to umaturity, With the 
passage of thjs legislation the identity 
of Negitimate children coud) not be en- 
tirely lost. 

second bill would require all 
I spitals accepting maternity eases to 
be licensed and to maintain records of 
wi! patients and births, supplying such 
records lo the proper authorities, 

Penalties are attached to the failure 
of hospitals to abide by the regulations 
of the aet, 

These two bills have been tentatively

soston, Aug. 34.—That the sola- 
{ion of the problem of “ecrporation 
mmonopely”’ lies in concerted aclion by 
{he several slates and not in the fed- 
eral government was the declaration of 
Judge Edgar I. Farrar, of New Ov- 
leans, president of American Associa- 
tion, in his address which opened the 
hirty-Fourth Annual Convention of 
the association al Huntington Hall to- 
day, with leading lawyers from all parts 
of the country In allendance, 

President Farrar recommended {hat 
the proposition of a conference among 
the states in the near future be taken 
up by the “House of Governors, 
which assembled at Spring Lake, N.Y., 
on September 12. Ile dealt with the 
corporation problem at great length, 
analyzing the present “evils and de- 
claring the people themselves are lo 
blame, because of the action of their 
legislatures in’ passing Jaws making 
that condition possible. 

In the course of his address, he took 
oceasion to discourage in no uncertain 
terms the growth of the “recall” mea- 
sure as applied to judges, particularly 
{n the constitution of Arizona, He de- 
clared as the most important act of the 
recent Gongress the passing of {he bill 
abolishing the circuit courts, and he 
reported on the work of the Supreme 
Court judges toward revising the laws 
of equily procedure. 

President Farrar's direct treatment 
of the corporation problem and his no- 
vel suggestion for the remedy of ft 
areated a sli ramong the delegates, 

He said in part: 

Since your last annual meeting the 
Sixty-first Congress of the 
States held its last regular session, and 
the Sixty-second Congress was silting 
in extra session when this report was 
written, 

The regular session has produced 
less than a dozen stalutes of general 
importance. The most noteworthy 
of these is the new judicial code which 
abolishes the cirenit courts, concen- 
trates the nisi prias jurisdiction in the 
district courts, and revises, amends 
aid re-enaels the statutes pertaining to 
the Judiciary of the United states,
